Believ- 
ing in the abolition of county Jails 
and capital punishment, the exten- 
sion of probation, the abolition of 
Idle houses In all correctional insti- 
tutions and the indeterminate sen- 
tence for all classes of offenders, 
the Ohio Conference on prison con- 
ditions today created a state wide 
organization dedicated to the task 
of prison reform. 


Permanent Organization 


The new organization takes the 
name of the Ohio Committee on 
Penal Conditions with Prof. H. A 
Miller of Oberlin College *<j its per- 
manent chairman and Mrs. O. E. 
Peabodv, 
Oberlin, secretary 
and 
treasurer. Other members of the

Prison Reformer

Hastings Hart, Yeteran prison re- 
former, former president of the 
American 
Prison 
Association, 


and a graduate of Oberlin college 
in the class of 1875, was missing 
from the prison reform confer- 
ence several hours Saturday. 


When he returned, he an- 


nounceu that he had been in- 
vestigating 
the 
Oberlin jail. 


"Have any of you good Oberlin 
people visited your own jail?" 
he asked. 
Prof. Herbert A. 


Miller, chairman, and others told 
him they had not, but that 
they were certain it was all 
right. 


"You don't know anything 


about it," Dr. Hart exclaimed. 
"Here you are out to reform pris- 
ons and you've never been inside 
your own jail. I'll give anybody 
»1 who will stand in the jail 
and shake the blankets on the 
bed, and I'll give any of you $2 
if you will he on that bed two 
minutes " 


Oberlin'g "jail" is a cell in the 


town hall. It has been unoccu- 
pied for two weeks, and averages 
four or five inmates a year.

SEXATE APPROVE* CHANGES 


IX BANKRUPTCY L4WS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—A se- 
ries of sweeping changes in "national | 
bankruptcy laws were approved by 
the senate this afternoon in pas- 
sage of the Spencer bill amending 
the federal bankruptcy act. 


The principal changes were to 
reduce the time limit on the filing 
of claims against a-bankrupt from 
a year to six months and the exten- 
sion from four months to a year of 
the period preceding bankruptcy in 
which an in solvent debtor is liable 
to prosecute for the concealment or 
destruction nf assets.

During the past few days we have been reading 


news emanating from the prison conference at Oberlin. 
,We attended this conference for a brief period, and we 
could not help, as we listened, thinking that here was 
beginning a movement in the state, which will mean 
much for society. We were impressed with the differ- 
once between the approach that was made to the prob- 
lem by these men, and that of the average police officer, 
and even the average legislator, as he is endeavoring to 
reduce crime. 


In the average police court the accused is always 


guilty, and he should always receive the limit of the 
penalty for the law violation. There is no idea of 
searching his case, of learning his environment, of learn- 
ing the real reason of Ms action, regardless of what the 
action might be. The average legislator is much the 
same way.' With Trifh however, the idea is to increase

the penalty and thus reduce crime. It never does it, 
DL. still he pursues this course. 


It was refreshing therefore to listen to these men 


who have jeally studied the question, who have had 
great experience ais jurists and as penologists in dealing 
with offenders. To illustrate, Judge Hoffman of Cin- 
einnatr declared that the Lancaster Institution should 
be\eliminated, that placing a first offender in an institu- 
tion of that kind was neither reformative or curative. 
He sljated that there were two classes of offenders, one 
was the normal child who had been ill-trained and the 
other was the abnormal who was either mentally'or 
physically sick. He said certainly the punishment of 
the latter class is not helpful, nor will it change their 


, attitude toward society, and in tne case of the normal 
person, certainly placing them with the confirmed 
wrong-doer," and harshly punishing them will not tend 
to makeup for the correct training the lack of which has 
caused their offense. 


We wish that all of the law makers could have heard 


the various discussions. The severity of the punish- 
ment is not a deterrent to crime. Certainty of punish- 
ment does deter the average person from committing an 
offense. The work of this conference is more funda- 
mental than law making. It is dealing with public sen- 
timent. It" is creating it. Eventually it will affect the 
law-makers.

There is something seriously hypocritical in th 


avtrage cdtissen. He may have committed the same 
offense himself, and it has never reached public knowl- 
edge, or he may have wanted to and was only deterred 
by fear, and then is aroused to peculiar indignation 
against the one who was discovered or who carried on 
sjn spite of fear.
